On the Island of Yezo In northern 
Japan, and on certain of the K ur'le 
islands which extend n o rth w ard s to­ 
wards K am tchatka, th ere dwells to­ 
day a race of people distinct in type 
They are the Hairy Ainu, and although 
num bers of their 
settlem en ts 
have 
from tim e to tim e been visited 
by 
travelers, most of the in habitants have 
been living In a seml-clvilized state 
Very few have seen the tru e Ainu, as 
they a te still to be seen. living in 
barbaric style on the wildest parts of 
Yezo Island. 
Among various 
w riters 
who have contributed to the literature 
on the subject of the Alnus, no one | 
has given a more graphic description 
of these natives than Mr. A. H. Sav­ 
age I .an dor. 
He had previously com ­ 
pleted a long and arduous Journey, 
which em braced a tour of the whole 
ro ast of Yezo and part of the Ktirlle 
islands, during which he spent many 
m onths studying the habits and cus­ 
tom s of these quaint people. 
Although 
the present w riter has also visited 
parts of Yezo, and traveled along the 
whole length of the Kurile Islands, he 
Joes not attem pt, In such an article as 
this, to do more than touch briefly up­ 
on one or two custom s of the Ainu. As 
their nam e suggests, they are a race 
if exceedingly hairy people. 
T he men 
row great tx urds. of which they are 
excessively proud, and their bodies are 
thickly covered with hair, alm ost like 
m em bers of the monkey tribe. 
The 
women grow no hair on their faces. 
but seem to find a solace 
for 
this 
imaginary detect In tattooing m ous­ 
taches on their lips, and often primi­ 
tive designs on their hands and arm s 
m d a b o across their foreheads. Young 
unm arried women have 
very 
little 
attooing on them ; hut. once a wom­ 
en is m arried, her husband seem s to 
ake a pride In decorating his bride 
with representations of hirsute adorn 
nieot. 
The modus operandi 
is 
one 
which requires considerable fortitude 
on the part of the patient, since the 
crudest form of tattooing is adopted 
This consists of m aking a num ber of 
incisions in the skin with the point of 
a knife. 
Cuttle-fish black or sm oke 
black Is then rubbed into the wounds, 
md th e operation sets up great in­ 
flammation of the lips, and is very 
painful. 
A characteristic of the Ainu race Is 
the color of their skin, w h ich 'is of a 
deep bronze or copper color, and in 
nowise resem bles any o th er 
of 
the 
oriental races, but is more like that 
of the American 
red 
Indians. 
The 
Ainu have no records, written or o th ­ 
erwise. of their form er history, nor of 
how and whence they come to inhabit 
ibe Is’and of Yezo. 
These m atters 
seen. unknow n to them, and even to 
anthropologists. 
Legends. 
however, 
exist am ong certain of the Ainu to 
the effect that many years ago Yezo 
was inhabited by a race of diminutive 
people who were conquered, and ap ­ 
parently exterm inated, by the Ainu 
Tit-*'* people were called by the Ainu 
Koro poK-kurn, or pit-dsellers, owing 
to their habit of living in huts 
con­ 
structed over a form 
of 
rectangular, 
circular, or 
ova 1-shaped 
jilt. 
many 
traces of which are still found in Yezo 
and the Kurile islands. 
A few years 
ago the present w riter also discovered 
on the Behring sea coast of Alaska 
som e very perfect rem ains of a pit- 
dw ellers’ village, which is quite unlike ; 
any settlem ents m ade to-day by th** 
Eskimo or Aleut natives of Alaska. 
T he Ainus claim that at some rem ote 
period they were them selves the in 
h ab itan ts of some far northern coun 
try, and as evidence of this they cite 
th eir hairy bodies. 
They say, “ Why, 
if we did not come from a cold coun­ 
try, should we need to have skins like 
a bear?" 
It is possible th at they did 
m igrate southw ard* from th*- shores of 
the Behring sea, either by way of the 
Aleutian islands, or along the coasts of 
K aritch atk a and the Kuriles. 
One good trait in the Ainu character 
is their great bravery, and this is a 
quality held In high esteem among 
them. On the island of Yezo, and som e 
of the Kin lies, bears are very n u m er­ 
ous. 
The Ainu men, who are m erely 
arm ed with such primitive weapons as 
bows, arrow s and knives, hunt and

species of these bears t l'r s u s ferox) Is 
notoriously savage. 
One of the most 
curious and unnatural custom s of the 
Ainu has puzzled me as to Its origin. 
At certain seasons of the year the men 
organize parties for hunting bears; 
old bears are kilted, th eir skins and 
skulls being brought home. The skulls 


are often erected on sticks, w h ere 
they remain as trophies outside the 
hunter's dwelling. 
All 
young 
bear 
rubs which are eantured are brought 
home to the settlem ents, where the 
women of th*- tribe adopt them, and 
actually suckle these beasts as they 
would their own children. 
The object 
Is that in due course of tim e these 
young cubs shall be killed and eaten 
at w hat is known as a "Bear Festival." 
Often when the cubs grow too big to 
be nursed any longer, they are con­ 
fined In a kind of wooden cage until 


T h ere are but few countries In the i 
world w here blackleg does not pre­ 
vail to some extent. The ravages of 
this disease are not confined to certain 
zones or altitudes, but occur as fre­ 
quently in the extrem e north as In the 
tropical regions, and as often on the 
highest m ountain pastures as In the 
lowlands. As to the class of cattle 
m ost frequently affected by blackleg, 
the m ajority of reports agree th at full- 
blood or high grade stock are m ore 
subject to the disease than the com ­ 
mon or low grade range cattle. 
It Is the spring and the fall which 
seem to be the seasons m ost fashion­ 
able for the development of blackleg. 
The disease Is, however, not confined 
to these Reasons, but appears at all 
tim es of the year with m ore or less 
frequency. In the north, for Instance, 
In the Dakotas, the real blackleg sea­ 
son lasts from April to Septem ber or 
October, but outbreaks are reported 
in every m onth of the year. In N eb ras­ 
ka and Colorado the outbreaks are 
m ore evenly distributed over the whole 
year, with a slight Increase during 
spring and fall, and 
the sam e may 
be Raid of Kansas, but with a slightly 
higher percentage of cases during fall 
and spring. In Oklahoma, Indian T e r­ 
ritory, and the Panhandle of T exas It 
Is difficult to single out any season as 
being more favorable to blackleg than 
o th ers; but In central and w estern 
Texas the greatest num ber of out­ 
breaks occur during fall, winter and 
spring, 
with 
but few cases during 
June, July and August. 
The sym ptom s of blackleg are so 
characteristic that the disease is easily 


loss from blackleg has been reduced to 
about one-half of I per cent.. W hen 
It is considered th at In regions where 
blackleg prevails the losses from this 
disease alone exceed those from all 
o th er causes combined, and In certain 
badly Infected regions am ount to m ore 
th an IO per cent, of the annual calf 
crop, then It is plain th a t the general 
introduction of preventive vaccination 
m ust be of m aterial benefit to the cat* 
tie raisers In the infected districts. 
With these figures before us there Is 
every reason to believe that, with th e 
continued use of blackleg vaccine In 
all districts where the 
disease 
is 
known to occur, and an e a rn e st ef­ 
fort on the part of the stock ow ners 
to 
prevent the reinfection of their 
pastures, 
blackleg may be kept In 
check and gradually eradicated. 
The distribution of blackleg vaccine 
will be continued by the governm ent 
bureau until further notice, and ade­ 
quate m easures have oeen taken to 
avoid ail delay in sending the vaccine 
im m ediately on receipt of the applica­ 
tion. It is advisable th a t all stock own­ 
ers in Infected districts should vac­ 
cinate their young stock 
regularly, 
without a w ak in g an outbreak of th e 
disease, as heavy losses may be sus­ 
tained in the course of a few days. 
To prepare the vaccine In such 
a 
way th a t it m ay be injected hypo­ 
dermically, It is necessary to obtain 
certain Im plem ents 
which, 
together 
with 
the 
hypodermic 
syringe, 
are 
known as a vaccinating outfit. T his 
consists of a porcelain m o rtar with a 
pestle, a small glass funnel, and

The Ainu, like the Eskimo of A m er­ 
ica and the T chuktchis of northeast 
Siberia, have no religion.

no knowledge of a Suprem e Being and 
no belief in a future state. Mr. l^ n d o r. 
who questioned m any natives on vari 
ohs subjects, was one** scornfully told 
by one of them that "the Ainu are 
•aught nothing and they know noth 
j ig ” 
T his 
exactly 
describes 
the 
state in which they live. 
Certain of 
the Ainu interm arry with the Japan 
ose. and hence one sees a num ber ot 
half-breeds. 
Also where their villages 
are in proximity to Japanese settle 
ments. the natives to a great extent 
adopt Japanese attire, whereas among 
the true Ainu, in warm w eather, all 
form s of clothes are conspicuous by 
their absence. 
Any person who seeks experience 
am ong a stran g e people will be amply 
repaid by a visit to the Ainu of Yezo. 
But let not the w anderer pay too long 
a visit to the interior of 
an 
Ainu 
h ouse unless he be imm une from the 
effects of evil smells, for scarcely, even 
am idst 
the 
most 
savage 
northern 
races, have I ever known any th in g tc 
equal the uncleanliness of Ainu dwell 
I gs 
nor encountered any creatures 
of th** hum an race m ore 
dirty 
and 
od biferous th an the H airy Ainu them-

recognized. T he first sym ptom s may­ 
be either of a general or of a local 
nature, though m ore frequently or the 
latter. The general sym ptom s are high 
fever,, loss of appetite, and suspen­ 
sion of rum ination, followed by great 
depression. Respiration becomes accel­ 
erated: the animal moves around w*ith 
difficulty, frequently lies down, and, 
when w ater is near at hand, drinks at 
short intervals and but a little a t a 
time. The visible mucous m em branes 
are at first dark red and congested, 
hut they change in the course of 12 
hours to a dirty leaden or purplish 
color. 
T he m ost im portant diagnostic feat­ 
ure is the developm ent of a tum or or 
swelling under the skin. T he swelling 


shows th e vaccinating outfit recom­ 
m ended by the governm ent bureau. All 
of th** utensils, including the hypoder­ 
mic syringe and a package of absorb­ 
ent cotton, are fitted in a strong pol­ 
ished oak box, which, by raeai*u of 
an adjustable wire loop, serves also 
as a support for the tunnel when tho 
vaccine is filtering. T he syringe, two 
hypodermic needles, and 
an 
extra 
glass barrel are packed in a separate 
m etal box which is inclosed in the oak 
box. 


FOUL BROOD 
OR BEE PEST 


The 
investigations of the

may appear on any part of the body t,oar(i Df agriculture and fisheries into 
and limbs, except below the knee or 
hoek joint or on the tail. It is fre­ 
quently seen on the thigh or shoulder, 
and, owing to the extensive discolora­ 
tion of the swollen parts, es observed 
after the anim al has been s.iinrted. the 
disease has 
been 
popularly nam ed 
"blackleg,” 
or 
"black 
quarter.” 
Tum ors m ay also appear on the neck, 
the chest, the flank, or the rump. At 
first they are small and very pail ful. 
They increase rapidly in size and may 
in a few hours cover a large portion 
of the body. One or m ore of these 
tum ors may form sim ultaneously, and 
when in close proximity to one an­ 
o ther may become confluent. 
The 
neighboring lymph glands become con­ 
siderably swollen. 
It is very rare th at an animal af­ 
fected 
with blackleg recovers. 
In 
Europe very few of the veterinarians 
ana scientists who have m ade invest! 
gallons along this line have over been 
fortunate e . -ugh to observe a case of 
recovery. 
Remedial treatm en t is of little avail, 
and 
consequently our 
principal 
re­ 
r o u t e against the disease is preven­ 
tion. 
The various m easures employed for 
this purpose may be classified in two 
groups: (11 Those which aim a t de- 
s,to y in g or preventing th e spread of 
infection in all places w here cattle are 
kept, and which may be term ed hy­ 
gienic m easures; and (21 those which 
operate to fortify the system s of sus­ 
ceptible anim als against an effective 
invasion of the 
blackleg germ, and 
which 
may 
be 
called 
prophylactic 
m easures. 
T he effect of the vaccine prepared 


this affliction of the small holder have 
resulted In the publication of a useful 
little pamphlet, which those who keep 
bees cannot afford to neglect. It does 
not contain anything new, b u t it sum ­ 
m arizes the knowledge th a t was al­ 
ready in the iHissession of those In­ 
terested in the subject. W e are told, 
first, th at "Foul Brood is caused by a 
microscopic 
rod-shaped 
bacterium , 
term ed bacillus alvei, which increases 
by cross-division, and has under cer­ 
tain conditions, the l ower of form ing 
spores. It is im portant to note th a t 
bacilli are present in the earlier stages 
of the disease, but in the later stages, 
w-hen th e brood has becom e 
rotten 
and coffee-colored, or has dried up to 
a scale, the bacilli produce spores and 
then perish. These spores represent 
the seeds of the evil; they are a rest­ 
ing resistan t stage tiding the bacteri­ 
um over 
unfavorable cond tions of 
food, tem p eratu re, etc., of giving rise 
the growing form of the bacilli 
/ 
T h e sym ptom s by which foul blood 
m akes itself known are weak stocks, 
longer at work, light sw arm ing and 
the general deterioration of the hive. 
An exam ination of the combs will gen­ 
erally disclose the sym ptom s In the lar­ 
vae. which, if diseased, are found ex­ 
tended horizontally in the cell, pre­ 
senting a flabby appearance and cf a 
pale straw color. The preventive m eas­ 
ures suggested are particularly to be 
noted. T h e beekeeper often dissem in­ 
a tes the disease by failing to w ash his 
hands with carbolic soap and to disin­ 
fect the articles with which he has to 
come in contact. The only sure m ethod
